To net Editor of Tkb Gmznr: 

Sir: In reoetot Mouse of the Cxnzzh 
allusion has been made to an alleged 
political danger menacing society, 
namely, tbe material triumph of social¬ 
ism. Why use the word danger? Read¬ 
ers of the Cituin who have glvea some 
thought to the political theories advo¬ 
cated by scholarly exponents of social¬ 
istic doctrines can surmise two reasons 
for tbe ns# of suob a term. One la that 
the writer Is simply drawing npoo hie 
Imagination; tbe other la that tbe writer 
may be possessed of a deeper Insight 
Into the significance of political doc¬ 
trines than most of us are t leased with. 
We who are devotees of political social¬ 
ism, and who sre praying and working 
for the triumph of socialism, object de- 
oidedly to l 0 use of the term “danger" 
as applied to onr wot k, and beg leave to 
suggest a word that, In onr opinion, 
better suite the situation, namely, “.ben- 
efits.” In other words, Instead of bo- 
clety being menaced by a dangerous 
drift towards socialism, society is being 
blessed by a beneflolal drift toward tbe 
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high Ideals of socialism 
tloos of tbe drift;are: Tbe eradication 
from the body politic of the political 
boss. The boss system, wherevar found, 

. Implies subjects to be bobbed. Tbe *ya* 
tern further Imp Use that the subject^ 
must do no thlnklag of their own, but 
yield lmpllolt, obedience to the boos. 
Any system, political or otherwise, 
founded on the boss theory Is skin to 
slavery. ; 

Golbylsm, as tbe recent uprising of 
Essex county voters has been termed, 
was a strike at the boas system, and a 
call to men to rise up aod exercise their 
sovereign prerogative of Independence 
In political thought and action. 

In that respect Golbylsm embodied a 
fundamental doctrine of socialism. Was 
It a daDgerons or a beneficial drift? 

Space will not permit of an extended 
dissertation on the attitude of socialism 
towards Industrial problems, but suffice 
It to say that It has no admiration for a 
system that creates "captains of in¬ 
dustry” to lord It over millions In the 
private ranks of Industry. A species of 
slavery pervades the entire ourrent sys¬ 
tem of Industry, and it is tbe mission of 
socialism to eradicate the noxious germs 
of slavery from every phase of society, 
political, Industrial and rellgtoos. 

When Everett Oolby oalled to the peo- 
pie of Essex county to rise In tbslr might 
and take Into their own bands the meas¬ 
ures they could lawfully use for re¬ 
straining aod restricting corporate con¬ 
trol of public utilities, aod when Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt called upon the people 
of the entire country to exercise tbefr 
right In respect to tbe great corporations 
that control tbe transportation facilities 
and the Industrial facilities, both men 
were in accord with one of socialism's 
loftiest tdeals. Is the drift dangerous 
or beneficial? 

Does necessity require that society 
shall be impregnated with latent and 
concealed germs of slavery ‘In order to 
be held together? Would absolute free¬ 
dom and equality of tbe Individual mem¬ 
bers of society result In suoh a multi¬ 
plicity of tangents that society would 
become segregated and thrown into a 
state of con fusion? For oar part, as 
socialists, we believe that every sem¬ 
blance of Blavery should be eradicated 
from every phase of eoclety. We also 
believe In the flexibility of human nature 
to adjust Itself to aDy' conditions sur¬ 
rounding It, and, like Dr. Drnmmond, we 
regard man In some respects as a crea¬ 
ture of environment, and It la the Im¬ 
provement of tbe environments that so¬ 
cialism alms at. Is tbe drift daageroos 
or beneficial? 

The relation of socialism to tbe prob¬ 
lem of taxation is another question too 
extensive to be examined in detail in an 
article like this. Let it be sufficient to 
point out one existing condition of tbe 
present day, namely, can tbe owner of n 
small plot of land and a scpall bouse 
escape taxation? Tbe answer Is appa¬ 
rent; he cannot. On the otbar hand, 
can the polder of a million dollars* worth 
of personal property escape taxation? 
Any one at all familiar with taxation 
problems knows that the mllilonlare 
can and does escape taxation by taking 
advantage of laws that beneifit only the' 
rich. Socialism proposes to ups <t and 
destroy a system of taxation that per¬ 
mits stfcb vagaries. In* demanding a 
square deal for every man. President

It Is a patent medi¬ 
cine, and analysis It Is claimed, shows 
that It contains 21.5 per cent. of alcohol, 
and the same authority also says that 
some of the patent medicines that pass 
under the names of bitters, celery com¬ 
pound and sarsaparilla oontaln a larger 
percentage of alcohol than the rtuoary 
wines and beers and sre oonFamed lu 
the New England States in quantities 
eo large that they must be olalmed as 
beverages rather than as medlotnes. 
The sale of these beverages that are 
classed as patent medlolnes, the writer 
says. Is greater In States that have 
prohibitory laws than In States not 
having such laws. 

Now why not ootne out In tbe open 
and dispense these patent medicine 
beverages on the saloon plan and thus 
do away With the modern saloon?
